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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Scot M. Slomowitz on July 9, 2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claims 7-10 are canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-6 and 11-16 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
recite a method and an apparatus for forming the double labels. The method includes 
supplying two labels of unequal size attached to respective carrier by adhesive, 
detaching the two labels from their respective carrier, and placing and adhering the two 
labels together with the adhesive surface facing each other to form the double label. 
The apparatus includes feed devices for supplying the labels from the carrier, 
dispensing device for detaching the labels from the carriers, putting the labels together 
and adhering them to one another with their adhesive surfaces facing one another. 
Miyaji (U.S. 5,466,321) discloses a method and an apparatus for forming double 
superposing labels. The method includes providing label paper with adhesive on the 
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lower surface and release paper covering the label paper, cutting the label paper to 
form two separate label papers tape, separating one of the release paper from the first 
label paper tape, looping the second label paper tape with its release paper to 
superposing the second label paper tape under the first label tape and adhering the first 
label paper tape onto the top surface of the second label tape. (Col 5, line 41 to Col 6, 
line 4 and Col 6, lines 44-60) Miyaji does not disclose superposing the first and second 
labels with the adhesive surface facing one another and the labels are unequal in size. 
Langan et al (U.S. 5,707,713) discloses a method and an apparatus for forming double- 
sided linerless labels. The method includes providing two label substrates, coating the 
label substrates with incompatible adhesive, adhering the label substrates in a face-to- 
face orientation with the adhesive facing one another. (Col 5, lines 41 to Col 6, line 34) 
Langan et al does not disclose using a release liner or carrier for the label substrate, 
removing the release liner or carrier from the label substrate prior to adhering the label 
substrate, and the label substrates are unequal in size. Morgan (U.S. 5,560,657) 
discloses a tamper indicating label. The label includes a rectangular or square base 
with a fold line to allow the base to be folded and divide the base into two halves with 
one half with a tongue, i.e. unequal size, the rear face of the base is coated with 
adhesive and when folded the adhesive on two halves are place in a face-to-face 
relationship and the adhesive is also partially along the tongue, a cover layer of paper 
protect the adhesive on the base and is peeled away to apply the label to a container. 
(Col 3, lines 28-57) Morgan is silent as to providing the two halves as two labels on 
respective carriers and separating labels from their respective carriers. A search of the 
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prior art of record did not disclose reference or reference in combination with the recited 
features. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Logan et al (U.S. 5,466,501) discloses sign making web. The 
web composed of a base layer of a heavy paper, a sign layer of colored of plastic, and a 
permanently tacky adhesive sandwiched between the base layer and the sign layer. 
The sign layer is cut to form characters and waste material removed, which form a sign 
layer of a smaller dimension to the base layer. Structure as disclosed satisfied the 
requirement of two labels with unequal sizes and an adhesive layer once the two 
adhesive surfaces on the labels are adhered to one another.
